T W E N T Y - F I V E Y E A R S A G O 
Today vie know that the war which e nded 25 years 
still going on. 
We can see moi■* clearly than 
ever, in the perspective that a quarte r century lends, 
that the armistice of No\. ll, 1918, was just that. 
We 
can fit together the various eruptions 
boundary dis­ 
putes, revolution, aggression, civil war 
that disturbed 
the uneasy surface of that armistice until, lour yeais 
ago, the war broke out again with renewed ferocity. 
Seen in this perspective, all the tears, the profound 
relief, the hest* rical joy, the p r a y e rf u l thanksgiving oi 
Nov. ll, 1918, may seem a little pathetic. 
But th y 
were sincere and admirable then. 
We went to war in 
1917 on a wave of idealism. We f o u g h t for .slogans and 
believed in them: a war to end war and a world sale 
for democracy. 
The idealism was more than public 
emotion. It was the policy of our government. Idealism 
moved a president to try to persuade us into the League' 
of Nations. 
We did not follow, and the League went 
on without us—accomplishing many things, failing 
utterly in the crises. 
But yve tried to do our best for world peace. 
We 
were generous and solicitous. 
We were kind to our 
enemies. We were patient with our recent Allies when 
they called us Uncle Shylock. 
We called disarmament 
conferences, and proposed plans outside the League lor 
enduring peace. 
This country and its former Allies condemned war 
as an international policy. 
The world had learned lls 
lesson in 1914-1918; it knew’ that war war brutal and 
tiffin think a hie. 
France sat behind her mountains and 
her Maginot lin e and England sat behind her Channel, 
loathing war so much that they would not look while 
Germany and Italy prepared for it at home, and re­ 
hearsed it in Ethiopia and Spain. 
We sat between our 
oceans, thinking that if we hated war hard enough, 
it yvouid not come. 
The next Armistice Day will not find us in a 1918 
mood. 
Perhaps yve shall be even more truly thankful, 
but we shall certainly be less emotional. The American 
mind today is cynical, compared with that of 25 years 
ago. And that is all to the good. Next Armistice Day 
vve shall know that the present conflict was only a 
dreadful, bloody, devastating preliminary to another 
attempt to build a structure for enduring peace. 
We are beginning no,v, with greater realism and 
greater wisdom, to draw plans for that structure. This 
time we know that peace cannot be placed within a 
shrine, but must be guarded by a stout fortress.

Of 
the IT persons present, these 14 
volunteered their services as di­ 
rectors: Mrs. M. Guth, Mrs.

Stone, 
Miss Messner. Mrs. Charles Jam ­ 
ieson, Mrs. J. O. Parmlee, Mrs. 
A. D. Wood, Mrs. Rieg, Mrs. Ralph 
Stone, Mrs. Hall. Mrs. M. Waters, 
Miss Winger Mrs. Steber and Mrs. 
Jones. 
The initial collection three weeks 
later netted 477 new articles and 
the following year a total of 508 
new items was turned in.

I year, Mrs. W . L. MacGowan was 
added as a vice president for the 
only change in officers and, in 
1913.

MacGowan were continued in of­ 
fice, Mrs. Bishop Yates was chosen 
secretary and Mrs. Ralph Stone 
took up tile duties of treasurer. 
That year's collection brought in 
600 articles and members voted 
$25 for purchase of materials with 
which to make garments to be 
sent to Belgian sufferers. 
The 
branch 
has

changes in the intervening years 
and has grown to a directorship 
of nearly 50. Of the 
1,376 
gar­ 
ments distributed last year, the 
Children’s Aid Society of Warren 
County received 336f the Visiting 
Nursing Association of 
Warren 
borough and W arren county, 318 
each: the W arren Relief Associa­ 
tion, 364; special cases, IO; mater­ 
nity hospital, 28, 
and Salvation 
Arm y 2. 
Members and directors may de­ 
signate the charity which is to re­ 
ceive membership gifts and. since 
there is an ever-growing need for 
all such articles, it is hoped that 
tomorrow's collection may top all 
previous records.
